The  revised  elementary 
mathematics  program  is 
scheduled  for  provincial 
implementation  in  September 
1994.  Work  is  continuing  on  the 
Curriculum  Standards:

Science 

Science  10 

Science  10  is  a course  designed 
for  students  who  have 
experienced  success  in 
mathematics  and  science  at  the 
junior  high  school  level.  It 
serves  the  same  clientele  as  the 
previous  Biology,  Chemistry  and 
Physics  10  courses.  Science  14 
is  the  course  designed  for 
students  who  experience 
difficulty  in  junior  high  school 
science  and  mathematics. 
Proper  initial  placement  avoids 
the  disruption  of  shifting 
students  misplaced  in  Science 
10  to  Science  14  early  in  the 
school  year. 

Ideally,  Science  10  students 
should  attain  at  least  60%  to 
proceed  to  Science  20.  Science 
20  is  broader  in  scope  but 
requires  comparable  skills  to 
those  needed  in  Biology, 
Chemistry  or  Physics  20. 
Science  20  is  not  an  appropriate 
course  for  students  weak  in 
science  or  mathematics.  It  is 
much  more  quantitative  than  the 
Science  10  course.  In  the 
current  field  validation,  some 
students  who  lack  mathematics 
are  experiencing  difficulty 
meeting  the  curriculum 
objectives  of  Science  20. 
Students  experiencing  difficulty 
with  Science  10  should  be 
advised  to  take  Science  24 


rather  than  Science  20  or  any 
20-level  discipline  science.
